Cranston seems 
assured of full 
shuttle funding 


The space shuttle program which has 
had to struggle for funds ever since it 
was launched five years ago — and 
narrowly survived another recent 
Congressional challenge — now seems 
assured of getting enough money to see it 
through to completion, U.S. Senator Alan 
Cranston, (D-Calif.) told a meeting of 
business, labor and community leaders 
at the North Amercian Rockwell plant in 
Downey. 


He said $1.3 billion for the program in­ 
cluded in President Carter’s budget for 
fiscal 1978, which begins in October, will 
enable the project to complete its testing 
and move into production for the first 
time. 
Hospital 
cost limit 
readied 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - President 
Carter, attacking a 1,000 per cent in­ 
crease in spending on health care since 
1950, was ready today to send Congress a 
proposal to limit jumps in hospital costs 
to about 9 per cent a year. 
The proposal carries a double goal of 
slowing inflation in one of the most 
overheated parts of the economy and 
Maying the foundation or taking the first 
step” toward national health insurance. 
Presidential assistant Stuart Eizen- 
stat. Carter’s domestic affairs adviser, 
estimates savings to the public of $7.4 
billion over the next two years. 
He acknowledged hospital groups op­ 
pose the proposal, but suggested their 
opposition would be offset by support 
from private insurance companies The 
limit would not apply to government 
hospitals 
The proposal would be to discourage 
hospitals in small communities from 
duplicating each other by buying the 
same expensive medical equipment. 
The administration has cited figures 
placing the increase in health care costs 
at 1,000 per cent since 1950 Eizenstat 
said the cost of hospital care now in­ 
creases about 20 per cent annually, mak­ 
ing it one of the most inflationary parts 
of the economy. 
Eizenstat said the proposal is the first 
step toward meeting Carter’s campaign 
promises on national health insurance, 
because any such plan would require 
some kind of cost control. 
He said the proposal would save $2.4 
billion in fiscal 1978 — $800 million in 
federal spending, $400 million in state 
and local taxes and $1.2 billion in private 
insurance costs Savings for fiscal 1979 
were placed at $5 billion 
Development 
hurdle now 
cleared 


Another hurdle has been cleared for 
the combined commercial and residen­ 
tial development of more than 14 acres 
on H Street between North and Central 
avenues. 
Lompoc City Council has given ap­ 
proval to a final map of a subdivision, 
known as LOM 223. which will divide ap­ 
proximately 10 acres of the original site 
for R-3 high density residential parcels 
and the rest for commercial use. 
The property has no existing struc­ 
tures and is being used at present for 
light agricultural purposes 
The developer is Hilley Construction 
Co Inc., which has not announced a 
timetable for the project 


The property is bounded on the north 
by the city limits, on the east by a ri^ht 
of way for the extension of D Street and 
city-owned property for future drainage 
purposes, on the west by H Street and on 
the south by an existing drainage chan­ 
nel At the southwest comer there is an 
existing commercial building 


In granting the final map approval, the 
council agreed with staff recommenda­ 
tion that the project is consistent with 
the General Plan and is compatible with 
land use programs specified in the plan. 
It also found that discharge of waste 
from the proposed subdivision into the 
city sewer system is not in violation of 
state requirements. 
Necessary street dedications and 
property easements are included in the 
final agreement 


Americans begin 
leaving Ethiopia 


ADDIS ABABA. Ethiopia (U PI) - The 
first of 300 Americans affected by the 
sudden weekend expulsion of five U.S. 
agencies left aboard a military jet for 
Athens today, and Ethiopia’s leftist 
government also ordered three western 
correspondents to leave within 48 hours. 
U S Embassy officials said about 90 
Americans, mostly dependents of the 
Military Advisory Assistance Group, 
departed early today despite strong in­ 
dications from Ethiopian authorities that 
an original Wednesday departure 
deadline would be relaxed 
The embassy, following statements by 
the State Department in Washington that 
an extension had been assured, said 
Ethiopia was considering such an exten­ 
sion and “ we're assuming it will be 
granted." 


Cranston, who is Senate Majority Whip 
and a member of the Budget Committee, 
said money is also included in Congress’ 
budget targets for the year which are 
due to come up for debate in the Senate 
shortly. 
“ I feel confident both houses of 
Congress will keep the money in the 
budget,” Cranston said. 
He pointed out that the House has 
already voted to authorize $1,349,200,000 
to start production on three more or- 
biters, in addition to the two that have 
already been built for experimental pur­ 
poses. The Senate Commerce Subcom­ 
mittee on Science, Technology and Space 
recommended that $5 million more to 
added to that figure. 
Cranston said the relevant appropria­ 
tions subcommittees in both the House 
and the Senate have also indicated sup­ 
port for the three additional or biters. 
He said a total of $2.4 billion will be 
needed between now and 1984 to com­ 
plete the new orbiters along with as­ 
sociated support equipment. Some $6.8 
billion has already gone into research 
and development, and construction of the 
first two test orbiters. 
A five-orbiter fleet should enable the 
National Aeronautics and Space Ad­ 
ministration (NASA) to launch 60 shuttle 
emissions a year during the 1960s com­ 
pared to an average of only 16 space mis­ 
sions annually over the past seven years, 
Cranston said. 
“ A shuttle orbiter fleet of that size will 
bring a greater degree of efficiency to 
our space program and enable us to reap 
the scientific and environmental benefits 
of space exploration at far less cost than 
our present system,” he said. 
Cranston, who helped beat back 
repeated efforts to kill or slow down the 
program over the years, said the space 
shuttle “ appears to be out of jeopardy as 
it is about to move into full-scale produc­ 
tion.” 
“ But we’ve had some close calls,” 
Cranston said. 
“ The last one came 
earlier this month 
during a critical 
Budget Committee session.” 
“ A motion was made to cut $100 
million out of the General Science, Space 
and Technology budget which would 
have killed one of the new orbiters and 
cut into the first year funding of my 
earthquake bill.” Cranston said. 
The motion was defeated by one vote, 
6-to-5. with Cranston voting “ no.” 
Cranston’s Earthquake Hazards 
Reduction bill asks that $220 million be 
spent over the next three years on 
research to predict earthquakes and 
reduce the loss of life and property they 
cause. 
Cranston pointed to “ another en­ 
couraging development” last month, 
when key House and Senate committees 
approved a $95 million supplemental ap­ 
propriation for the shuttle 
The extra money is needed to prevent 
2.800 unnecessary layoffs, including 1,800 
at Rockwell, a prime contractor, 
Cranston said.

Heavy seas stop 
work on oil spill 


STAVANGER, Norway (U PI) - All 
emergency operations at Bravo plat­ 
form. site of Europe’s worst oil spill 
disaster, were called off today because 
of rough seas in the Norwegian Ekofisk 
Field in the North Sea. 
A barge, the Choctaw, with heavy 
equipment had anchored near the 
runaway rig in hopes that it could begiun 
preliminary work toward capping the rig 
spewing 4,000 tons of oil and mud un­ 
checked into the North Sea for the third 
day. But wind-whipped seas interfered 
with the plans. 
"The Choctaw barge was towed off 
location at 2 p.m due to rising weather 
with winds running at about 32 knots,” 
said Ken Laird, industrial relations 
supervisor for the American Phillips 
Petroleum Company, operators erf the 
field. 
“ The wind is expected to drop to about 
15 knots and be variable by Tuesday 
morning At that time the barge will be 
moved back into position to resume 
preparatory work for capping the well.” 
Laird said 
An international fleet of pollution con­ 
trol vessels had converged today on the 
runaway oil rig amid hopes that the full- 
scale capping operation could get un­ 
der way Tuesday. 
A Phillips spokesman said that under 
ideal conditions capping could take up to 
five days.

Central kitchen set for challenge 


Plans by a Santa Barbara architect 
and a Los Angeles food consultant for a 
new. central kitchen for Lompoc district 
schools will be challenged by local 
citizens tomorrow night at the school 
board meeting, 7 p.m., 1301 North A St. 


Roger Phillips, the architect, and 
James Dona hoe. the food consultant, are 
scheduled to answer the board’s ques­ 
tions on the proposed construction of a 
near half-million dollar building, fur­ 
nished with kitchen equipment costing 
nearly $350,000 
Fearing that the two professionals, 
along with administrative staff, will 
“ bulldoze” the board into approving the 
plans, a group of 10 citizens led by 
defeated school board candidate Ed 
Walsh, are asking Lompoc area resi­ 
dents to show up at the meeting and urge 


the board to consider alternative ways to 
implement the federally mandated 
school lunch program. Senate Bill 120 
requires public schools to provide one 
nutritional meal a day to each needy stu­ 
dent starting July 1. 
At 
a Sunday night meeting at the 
United Church of Christ, the citizens 
agreed to recommend that the district 
provide cold, rather than hot lunches, 
which would make the program more 
flexible The required 
“ nutritionally 
adequate meal” calls for two ounces of 
cooked protein, two sources of fruit and 
vegetable, equal to three-fourths of a 
cup. one serving of 
“ enriched” bread 
with butter and a half pint of milk 
Should the board decide, nevertheless, 
to provide hot lunches, the citizens would 
suggest more research into the pos­ 
sibilities of using one of Vandenberg Air 


Force Base’s closed kitchen facilities, 
contracting with local restaurants such 
as the Royal Coach and the Vandenberg 
Inn, which are closed to the public during 
the day, or with local franchises such as 
McDonald’s or Taco Bell. The group will 
also recommend surveying of high 
school students concerning their recom­ 
mendations for feeding children in lower 
grades, as well as about their own par­ 
ticipation in the program 
The citizens plan to ask for a 
breakdown of how many students would 
be eligible for the free and reduced-price 
lunches at each school, and for details on 
how the district would protect the iden­ 
tity of those eligible 
In other business, the board will hear a 
report on the district’s reading program, 
with suggested alternatives to the Initial 
Teaching Alphabet (ITA) method. 
'Proficient' graduate test ready

In an effort to discover the 
“ proficient" high school graduate, the 
Lompoc Unified School District will, in 
effect, test a test May 6. administering a 
newly developed exam to all students 
grades 9-12. 
The high school students who will take 
this 3-hour "proficiency test” need not 
“ pass" it to be graduated. Rather, they 
will be helping the district to determine 
just what “ passing" will mean for the 
students now attending junior high. 
Based on test data collected May 6. the 
district will develop final tests which 
will hopefully spotlight those students 
who need help in such basics as reading 
and math, alert them of the necessity for 
improvement — and thus ultimately 
restore the integrity of the high school 
diploma. 
Based on how well currently enrolled 
Lompoc High, Cabrillo and Maple stu­ 
dents perform on May 6, the district will 
set standards of acceptable educational 
achievement for the area’s future high 
school students. In other words, the dis­ 
trict w ill determine a relative 
“ proficiency,” one to be expected of 
Lompoc High School students, but not 
necessarily of students in. say, Santa 


Barbara. 
The test is a result of Assembly Bill 
1308, co-introduced by Gary Hart, which 
says that no student shall be graduated 
after June, 1980 who has not met “ stan­ 
dards of proficiency,” as determined by 
the local school system The bill is a 
result of recent charges by education 
critics, taxpayers and politicians that — 
like television sets slipping past various 
assembly line workers, yet receiving the 
final stamp of approval — students lack­ 
ing in “ basic skills” are receiving high 
school diplomas. 
Educators started noticing the decline 
in intermediate test scores about seven 
years ago, Irwin Wapner, director of stu­ 
dent services, said, before it became an 
issue of public concern. "W e don’t un­ 
derstand why (the decline) to this very 
day,” he said. 
As performance slipped, paradoxical­ 
ly, expectations rose. “ What is expected 
for second and third grades today would 
have been judged much, much higher 25 
years ago,” Wapner said. 
It is possible, he conceded, that 
modern tests do not adequately assess 
students’ capabilities 
Formulating a 
test that can accurately measure 
whether students are learning what 
schools are teaching is not only a long 


and difficult task, but further com­ 
plicated by yearly changes in 
curriculum, he explained. 


The newly developed district test has 
two sections — language and math — 
although students on May 6 will be tested 
on only one, doubly long section. Later, 
test items will be divided into two exam 
forms of apparently equal difficulty. 
The math section includes both word 
and numerical problems in addition, sub­ 
traction, multiplication and division; the 
language section includes reading sam­ 
ples, a composition question, and other 
items asking recognition of correct spell­ 
ing, punctuation and word definitions. 
About 20 per cent of the final test items 
will be leased from a commercial test 
company, which has tried them on a 
nationwide student sample. 
Copyrighted by the district, the test 
will be unavailable for viewing by the 
public, either before or after it is given. 
Results of the May 6 testing will be 
computer-processed by the Educational 
Testing Service, which the district has 
contracted for test development ser­ 
vices. ETS and the district will try to 
determine how well each test item 
"discriminates” between students; as 
item difficulty increases, fewer and 
fewer students should answer them cor­ 


rectly. Also, individual student test 
results will be compared to grade point 
averages: Are the students with the 
highest grades also scoring highest on 
the tests, and vice versa? 
Test results should allow the district to 
determine the “ typical” performance of 
each grade level and, finally, to draw the 
line between proficient and deficient stu­ 
dents. Wapner said the district will 
probably come up with higher standards 
of proficiency than the Hart bill seems to 
require. The bill, vaguely worded to 
allow local test development, leaves the 
question of what is proficiency “ wide 
open," as Wapner commented. 
Students w ill take their first 
proficiency test in the eighth or ninth 
grade. Those who fail may take remedial 
elective courses before taking the test 
again a year or so later. “ These are not 
diagnostic tests,” Wapner said, but will 
only indicate to teachers that a student 
needs help in the "general area” of math 
or language arts. 
Students will have four or five times to 
take the test Since there will be only two 
forms of the exam, by the third try a stu­ 
dent will likely be taking the identical 
test he or she had taken and failed at 
first. Ideally, however, after first or se­ 
cond failures deficiencies will be iden­ 
tified and corrected

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Legislature ready to air 
siting bill for LNG plant 
nr 


SACRAMENTO (U PI) - A 
bill that would delay the siting 
of a liquefied natural gas 
facility six months longer than 
Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr. 
would lik e gets its firs t 
legislative airing this week. 
The measure (AB220) by As­ 
semblyman Terry Goggin, D- 
San Bernardino, was scheduled 
to be heard Wednesday before 
Goggin’s resources, land use 
and energy subcommittee on 
energy. 
Goggin’s bill, which is sup­ 
ported by Assembly Speaker 
Leo McCarthy, D-San Francis­ 
co, would grant the State 
Coastal Commission authority 
to select a site for an LNG ter­ 
minal although the state Public 
Utilities Commission would be 
required to decide if such a 
plant were needed. 
The terminal would have to 
be constructed at least 10 miles 
offshore unless utility compa­ 
nies could prove such a plant 
could not be finished in time to 
avert gas shortages. 
It also would require the com­ 


mission to make its decision on 
an LNG terminal site by Ju ly 1, 
1978 — about six months later 
than desired by Brown and the 
two sponsors of LNG, Pacific 
Gas & Electric and Southern 
California Gas Co. 
Brown has said the legisla­ 
ture should pass an emergency 
bill that would permit a final 
decision by the state before the 
end of 1977. Utility officials say 
they cannot wait longer than 
next year for approval if an 
LNG facility is to be operating 
in time to avoid natural gas 
shortages. 
Goggin, however, believes 
California can do without LNG 
at least until the mid-1980s. By 
then, he said, LN G can be 
studied more thoroughly and 
other energy sources explored. 
Another controversial issue 
— recombining DNA molecules 
to create new forms of life — 
was set for a vote in the As­ 
sembly Health Committee Mon­ 
day. The measure (AB757), 
sponsored by the Health Com­ 
mittee and the Assembly Com­ 


mittee on Resources, Land Use 
and Energy, would regulate 
gene-grafting experiments in 
California. 
Under the measure, an 11- 
member commission would be 
established to oversee such ex­ 
periments, certify safety of 
laboratories where such re­ 
search was to take place and 
impose penalties for safety in­ 
fractions. 
The Senate Finance Commit­ 
tee Monday was set to hear 
testimony on a bill (SB4) by 
Sen. Omer Rains, D-Ventura, 
banning nonreturnable bever­ 
age bottles in California. The 
measure is supported by the 
Teamsters and Retail Clerks, 
who say more workers will be 
needed to wash bottles and 
transport them to beverage 
plants. 
But the United Steelworkers 
and the Bottleblowers Unions 
have denounced the bill, claim­ 
ing entire plants would be shut 
down if it is enacted. 
Other measures being consid­ 
ered this week include one (A 


B367) by Assemblyman W illie 
Brown, D-San Francisco, that 
would ease the penalties for 
growing sm all amounts of 
marijuana. 


The Assembly Criminal Jus­ 
tice Committee was set to hear 
testimony on that bill Monday 
and another (AB16) by Assem­ 
blyman Richard Alatoree, D- 
Los Angeles, that would prohib­ 
it prison officials from adminis­ 
tering behavior-altering drugs 
to inmates without their con­ 
sent or a court order. 


Both the Assembly Criminal 
Justice Committee and the 
Senate Judiciary Committee 
were scheduled to hear argu­ 
ments toughening the fixed- 
term sentencing law that takes 
effect July 1. The measure 
(AB476) by Assemblyman Dan 
Boatwright, D-Concord, was set 
to come before the Assembly 
committee Monday. The Senate 
committee was scheduled to 
hear the measure (SB16) by 
Sen. John V. B rig g s, R- 
Fullerton on Tuesday.

WASHINGTON (U PI) - The 
Supreme Court today denied a 
hearing to former cult leader 
Charles Manson, convicted of 
the 1969 murder of actress 
Sharon Tate and others in Los

denying review after the state 
appellate court had affirmed 
the conviction. 
Besides Sharton Tate, four 
others were murdered at her 
home, and Mr. and Mrs. Lena 
LaBianca were found dead by 
Mrs. LaBianca’s son at their 
home. 
Manson asserted his inno­ 
cence in the U.S. Supreme 
Court and raised numerous is­ 
sues, including a charge that 
prosecutors connived with the 
media to cause massive pub­ 
licity.

GOP leader pays fee 


W A SH IN G TO N (U P I) - 
White House energy chief 
James Schlesinger says Presi­ 
dent Carter’s energy program 
has “ major production incen­ 
tives” and the oil industry is 
making ‘‘invalid ... misleading” 
charges about it. 
Schlesinger said the industry 
wants higher incentives, bigger 
profits and a larger share of 
America’s gross national pro­ 
duct. 
What Carter has proposed, he 
said, is setting the w orld’s 
highest price for new oil dis­ 
coveries but offering no ad­ 
ditional profit for oil that 
already has been found 
“ This program has major 
production incentives,” Schles- 
mger said Sunday on a televi­ 
sion interview (CBS-TV’s Face 
the Nation.) 
Industry charges that the 
program lacks incentives "are 
absolutely invalid and, in fact, 
they are misleading.” he said. 
However, on another Sunday 
program, (NBC-TV’s Meet the 
Press), Standard Oil’s John 
Swearingen said current 
pros­ 
pects" w ill not qualify for 
higher new oil prices and "it 
will take at least 5 to 10 years 
before new leases w ill be 
acquired on which that kind of 
price will apply ” 
He said Carter’s energy plan 
takes "money away from the 
industry that exists under the 
current regulations" because 
old oil prices would rise at the 
rate of general inflation while 
“ present law provides 10 per 
cent with an incentive price in 
there.” 
Carter’s proposal calls for 
prices on new oil discoveries of 
more than $13 per barrel — the 
world market price U S. prices 
now range from $5 25 to $11.28 
per barrel 
"Industry has said 
there 
should be the emphasis on ex­ 
p lo ra tio n fo r new o il, ” 
Schlesinger said. “ And that is 
where the incentive will be.' 
Asked what sacrifices Am eri­ 
cans would have to make under 
the 
Presid en t's proposed 
energy package, he said: 
“ The thing that we most will 
have to sacrifice is cherished 
b e lie fs — the no tion of 
perpetual expansion of the use 
of energy, the notion that all 
automobiles ought to be higher 
powered 
the larger the car, 
the greater the acceleration 
“ Large powerful automobiles 
are not included in the un­ 
alienable rights mentioned in 
the 
D e c la ra tio n 
of 
Independence ” 
Swearingen said, “ When sac­ 
rifices are called for, the in­ 
dustry is perfectly willing to 
make sacrifices,” but "addi­ 
tional supplies are not going to 
be forthcoming unless the value 
-eceived for the output exceeds 
the cost of getting them

Laboring for a reported $10,000 
fee posted by a Republican 
millionaire. President Carter’s 
younger brother B illy closed 
out his charity weekend Sunday 
by autographing his empty beer 
cans and auctioning them off at 
up to $40 each 
The charity auction raised 
about $6.000 and drew a large 
crowd to The Farm er and The 
Flea auction house. 
Bantering with the bidders 
and heckling the non-bidders, 
Carter sold for $75 a red T-shirt 
he had worn while pitching for a 
winning softball team the 
previous day. The T-shirt was 
inscribed "Redneck Power.” 
The previous day sim ilar T- 
shirts sold for $20 each. 
At times he made his own 
bids to keep the auction going. 
Carter’s fee for his weekend 
appearance — reported to be 
$10,000 — was paid by D.L. 
Stoneburner, a 
Kalamazoo, 
Mich., millionaire. Stoneburner 
is a staunch Republican but an 
ardent admirer of Billy. In one 
of the weekend stunts to raise 
money for a group of local 
charities. Carter burned Stone- 
burner’s GO P membership 
card 
Teammates paid $100 each to 


compete with Carter in the soft­ 
ball game, and about 100 spec­ 
tators paid $5 each to watch 
The C a rte r appearance 
brought a storm of controversy 
The annual swamp buggy races 
had to be canceled when the 
drivers, who normally compete 
for $2,000 in prizes, withdrew 
upon learning Carter would be 
paid $10.000 
The Collier County Chapter of 
the American Cancer Society 
withdrew its sponsorship of the 
event because of C arter’s 
reputation for chain smoking 
and his daily consumption of a 
six-pack of beer. 
Carter, who flew back to 
Plains, Ga., in a chartered 
private jet late Sunday, de­ 
clined to confirm the reported 
$10,000 fee from Stoneburner. 
“ That’s up to Stoney, my wife 
and my agent,” he said, "but 
I ’m worth $10.000 .” 
He indicated bitterness over 
the Cancer Society’s action. 
“ My father died of cancer. 
Cancer was always our biggest 
charity. But my wife had to 
turn down the Cancer Society 
chairmanship in Georgia be­ 
cause of this thing in Naples,” 
he said “ Whether I smoke or 
not is my business. They won't 
even let me die of cancer now. ”

Mutshatsha, had been burned 
and there were no inhabitants. 
The roofless, mud walls looked 
desolate in the tropical sun 
Other villages were still intact, 
but appeared deserted. 


An officer at the Lufupa, the 
first main river the advancing 
Zairear-Moroccan troops pas­ 
sed. said, "The villagers have 
fled into the bush.” 


He said the joint forces cap­ 
tured the Lufupa on April 14 
when 250 soldiers battled the 
rebel forces and six govern­ 
ment soldiers were killed. The 
number of rebel dead was un­ 
known 
At the Lubudi, Zairean of­ 
ficers said Pygmy warriors had 
been in the area but now ap­ 
parently had been redeployed.

Vietnamese minister in Paris 


PARIS (U P I) — Vietnamese 
Prim e Minister Pham Van 
Dong arrived in Paris today for 
a four-day official visit on his 
first trip to the West since the 
Communist takeover of Viet­ 
nam two years ago. 
Dong arrived in an Ilyushin 
turboprop 
a irlin e r 
from 
Moscow 
He was w arm ly 
greeted by French Prim e 
Minister Raymond Barre, his 
official host 
Dong reviewed a battalion of 
Republican Guardsmen at the 
airport. Several hundred mem­ 
bers of the 100,000-member 
Vietnamese community in 
France waved flags 
Diplomats said the V iet­ 
namese leader’s visit would not 
include any contacts with U.S. 
officials. 
Both American and Viet­ 
namese diplomatic sources in­ 
sist that neither Dong nor his 
party will make any contacts 
with the U.S. embassy, al­ 
though U S.-Vietnamese talks 
on establishing diplomatic rela­ 
tions are scheduled to open in 
Paris next month 
Diplomats said there would 
be no American-Vietnamese 
contact at that high a level at 
this early stage The talks were 
arranged following the trip of a 
U S delegation to Hanoi last 
month, headed by labor leader 
Leonard Woodcock 


At the heart of the U S - 
Vietnam talks are U S 
de­ 
mands for all details on the 800 
Am erican servicem en still 
listed as missing in action in In­ 
dochina and Vietnamese in­ 
sistence that this must be 
linked to U.S. aid. 
France, the former colonial 
power in Vietnam, is hard at 
work rebuilding its influence in 
Indochina following the Ameri­ 
can departure. 
The French have maintained 
diplomatic relations with Viet­ 
nam since it became independ­ 
ent in 1954, although there was 
no exchange of full ambassa­ 
dors with Hanoi until 1973 


Since then, French aid to 
Vietnam has totaled $320 
million Last week France ex­ 
tended a $130 million line of 
credit to Vietnam for the 
purchase of a French cement 
plant and other capital equip­ 
ment 


Dong’s visit was expected to 
include the signing of an agree­ 
ment 
fo r 
the 
F re n c h 
nationalized oil company Elf- 
Aquitaine to explore for oil off 
the Vietnamese coast 
During his Paris sojourn 
Dong will stay in the Residence 
Marigny, a former Rothschild 


mansion across the street from 
the Elysee presidential palace 
The Marigny usually is re­ 
served for chiefs of state.

Teacher 
checks 
rampage 


PATTERSON, La. (U P I) - A 
prison escapee who said he shot 
his girlfriend and her daughter 
and eventually killed himself 
was checked in his rampage 
Sunday by his former first- 
grade teacher. 
Emma Dell O’Gwin, a school 
teacher for more than 20 years, 
said she and her 19-year-old 
daughter, Neiva, were awak­ 
ened early in the morning by 
Robert Broomfield, 32, who es­ 
caped from prison two weeks 
ago in Lafayette, La., about 60 
miles away 
She said Broomfield told her 
that her husband had been hurt 
in an accident, and that when 
she pointed out that their car 
still was in the drivew ay, 
Broomfield broke through a 
window 
“ He came in and said. I ’m 
going to shoot someone here 
tonight I shot my wife and I 
shot my daughter, and I'm go­ 
ing to shoot you, too, 
Mrs. 
O’Gwin said 
Broomfield's 
statements 
about his “ wife” and “ daught­ 
er” apparently were in refer­ 
ence to his girlfriend. Dolores 
W atts, and her 2-year-old 
daughter Olanda 
Officials said 
Broomfield 
went to Mrs. W atts’ home 
shortly before 4:30 a.m. Sunday 
and found Mrs. O’Gwin’s hus­ 
band. Leroy, there 
Police Chief Jesse Paul said 
Broomfield shot the woman and 
the child, then went to Mrs 
O'Gwin’s home, 
apparently 
looking for her husband. 
Mrs. O’Gwin, who taught 
Broomfield as a child, said she 
hadn't seen him in years. 


“ He was just wild.” she said 
“ I said. I ’m innocent. Why do 
you come in here like this?’ If I 
wouldn’t have been calm, he 
would have shot me, too. He 
had the gun pointed at both of 
us.” 


After about half an hour. 
Broomfield agreed to free Mrs. 
O’Gwin. promising not to hurt 
her daughter 


“ He said I ’m not going to 
leave out of here alive, but I ’m 
going to get Leroy,’” Mrs. 
O’Gwin said “ ‘I ’m going to get 
your husband."’ 
O'Gwin, who was not at 
home, was not involved in the 
standoff

An example of how unfair that would 
be is the case of the woman who was 
refused admission to four hospitals just 
south of the U S.-Canadian border 
because she was on welfare. The poor 
woman finally gave birth in a cab. 
Under a government health plan, as we 
have in Canada, the doctor submits his 
bills to the government, so when he dies, 
no one owes him anything for health 
care Your rebuttal to this will probably 
entail all the bad things (mostly untrue) 
that you’ve heard about government 
health care 
In Manitoba we don’t even pay 
premiums, so only the taxpayers pay for 
health care — according to income Un­ 
fortunately for the U.S., such plans are 
labled “ communist" (again untrue), so 
the poor of your country will continue to 
go untreated adequately, and dedicated 
physicians like the widow’s husband will 
go unpaid

SYV Hospital runs $30,000 
red, but not ready to fold 


Garden House still 
has class openings 
in 


Although the com m unity 
Santa Ynez Valley Hospital 
operated at a loss of about 
$30,000 last year, there “ is no 
t a l k of l i q u i d a t i n g t h e 
hospital," treasurer Frederick 
J 
Harrison told members of 
the hospital corporation at an 
annual dinner meeting Thurs­ 
day night at the clubhouse of 
Rancho Santa Ynez Mobile 
Estates. 
'The hospital will be here as 
long as we can cut it," Harrison 
declared 
He noted that the 
facility was being run “as ef­ 
ficiently as possible and an­ 
nounced that the hospital was 
showing a profit for the first 
three months of operation this 
year 
"If this trend continues," he 
declared, “ an attem pt will be 
made to reduce the rates for 
patients by the end of the 
year.” 
Harrison, as well as board 
President Boyd B ettencourt 
and hospital adm inistrator Bet­ 
ty Jamieson. R N , who spoke 
d ur i ng the e ve ni ng, too, 
described the role governmen­ 
tal agencies were playing in the 
operation of the hospital. 
"We are mandated by the 
state and federal governments 
on how we should run the 
hospital," Harrison said “This 
applies to even running the 
books Two years ago we had 
two or three people in the ac­ 
counting department Now we 
have six." 
Mrs 
Jamieson told of the 
maze of paper involved and the 
myriad of regulations, “ We are 
no longer an island unto 
ourselves." she stated “ All we 
do is go from one inspection to 
another.” 
She told the members, too. 
that people 65 and over were 
living in the misbelief that their 
hospital care would be taken 
care of by Medi-Care. Mrs. 
Jamieson said a portion of the 
cost was borne by Medi-Care 
and that a Utilization Review 
C om m ittee d eterm ines the 
length of stay of the patient in 


the hospital, with the govern­ 
ment mandating that patients 
stay in acute care hospitals for 
as short a time as safely pos­ 
sible." 
She also pointed out that "in 
today’s government regulated 
health world, permission must 
be obtained from regulatory 
bodies at the county level up to 
the state level in order to ex­ 
pand or even alter a health care 
facility. Permission must also 
be obtained to purchase equip­ 
ment in excess of $150,000. even 
though funds for such equip­ 
m e n t 
m a y 
be 
a l r e a d y 
available " 
Mrs. Jamieson added that 
“ this permission, by the way, is 
not easy to come by. Forms 
must be filed, needs spelled out. 
hearings held, fees filed and 
time consumed." 
Board member J. Allen Rus­ 
sell called for the continuance 
by friends of the hopsttal of tax 
deductible contributions to the 
hospital, 
while 
Bettencourt 
noted that last year's loss was 
“ covered by donations from 
s o m e of our e x t r e m e l y 
g e n e r o u s and d e d i c a t e d 
m em bers." 
Dr Richard J. Houts. who is 
in charge of the emergency 
room operation of the hospital, 
noted that usage of the facility 
was up 27 per cent over the first 
quarter of 1976. 
He said the hospital would of­ 
fer about May 15 or June 1 
em ergency 24-hour in-house 
coverage. He also revealed that 
negotiations were under way 
with the county for the hospital 
to join the microwave system 
which will enable the hospital 
to communicate directly with 
the valley ambulance service, 
other hospitals in the county 
and the sh eriff’s and fire 
department through the central 
dispatch station 
The plan, he added, is to in­ 
tegrate the hospital as a full 
fledged em ergency d ep a rt­ 
ment He said it was planned to 
have the c o m m u n i c a t i o n 
system between the hospital 


and other agencies in operation 
about Jan. 1. 
Scheduled, too, he said, is the 
setting up of a paramedic type 
c o m m u n i c a t i o n 
s y s t e m 
between the ambulance and the 
hospital, with vital medical in­ 
formation of the patient fed 
directly from the ambulance 
and attendants to the hospital 
where physicians, as they do on 
the 
“ Emergency” 
television 
show, im m ediately transm it 
instructions to the ambulance 
people 
Bettencourt, in announcing 
that three incumbent directors. 
H a r r i s o n , 
M r s 
M a r i a n 
P ete rse n and Thomas M 
Petersen had been re-elected 
unopposed to new three-year 
term s, advocated developing 
“ more candidates for the 
board 
We would like to see 
more people involved in their 
hospital,” he declared

TIJU AN A . Mexico (U P I) - 
Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr. and 
President Jose Lopez Portillo 
of Mexico have concluded 
“ very frank” discussions aimed 
at getting natural gas for Cali­ 
fornia from its neighbors to the 
south 
Brown and Lopez Portillo 
agreed to a second meeting in 
the future, a spokesman said. 
California's need to find more 
energy resources and Mexico's 
desire to strengthen its econo­ 
my dominated discussions be­ 
tween Lopez P o rtillo and 
Brown Saturday in their first 
meeting 
Lopez Portillo told Brown 
that until the economic dispari­ 
ty between the two nations is 
reduced, there w ill be a 
problem of Mexicans migrating 
illegally northward. 
“ He pointed out the obvious 


fa c t,” Brown said, “ that 
without economic development 
on this side of the border and 
mutual help between the two 
countries in that respect, the 
border problem will never be 
solved.” 
The two also discussed the 
narcotics smuggling problem 
across the border and cultural 
exchanges. But the main topic, 
according to Brown, focused on 
energy and the abundant 
natural gas reserves in Baja 
California. 
“ I felt he was very amiable to 
the idea of looking to America 
as one of the potential markets, 
and California in particular,” 
Brow n said, c a llin g it a 
“ productive session.” 
“ The needs in our state are 
becoming acute with potential 
serious unemployment impacts 
in a few years and it’s quite pos- 
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sible that the Republic of Mex­ 
ico would be a potential sup­ 
plier to California.” 
Brown, who said it was 
“ unclear” how much natural 
gas Mexico might supply the 
state, mentioned a timetable of 
“ two, three, maybe four 
years.” 
Gray Davis, Brown’s execu­ 
tive secretary, said the gover­ 
nor and Lopez Portillo agreed 
to meet again, probably in 
California, to discuss specifics 
of the natural gas transaction.

Harry Bridges ends 


long union service 


SEA TTLE (U P I) - The final 
gavel came down at the Inter­ 
national 
Longshoremen’s and 
Warehousemen’s Union conven­ 
tion and, thus, ended the long 
reign of Presid ent H arry 
Bridges. 
Bridges, 75, called the end of 
his last convention Saturday “ a 
great relief.” He is retiring 
from the post he has held for 40 
years. 
Nominated by the delegates 
to succeed him were James R. 
Herman, 52. president of a San 
Francisco clerk’s local, and G. 
“ Johnny” Parks, 55. Portland, 
Ore., the ILW U Northwest 
regional director. 
Bridges threw his support to 
Herman and seconded his 
nomination. The election will 
be held among the rank-and-file 
in June with the new president 
taking office July 1. 
In his union career, Bridges 
led West Coast dock workers 
into bloody labor battles in the 
1930’s. He also fought off at­ 
tempts by the government to 
deport him to his native 
Australia on charges he was a 
communist. 


Bridges’ recent accomplish­ 
ments included a 1960 automa­ 
tion agreement that guarantees 
pay for jobs lost to container­ 
ized technology 
In 1971 and 
1972 he led dock workers on a 


134-day walkout over a guaran­ 
teed annual wage and jurisdic­ 
tion over containerized cargo 
“ I ’ve been at it too long,” 
Bridges said after the conven­ 
tion. “ I wanted to get out a long 
time ago and didn’t do it.” 
As a future goal for the union, 
Bridges suggested the same 
pay for a six-hour day and 30- 
hour week as for 40 hours. He 
also said members should look 
to shutdowns as one way of win­ 
ning more money to meet in­ 
flationary costs of such fringe 
benefits as pensions. 


Man flies atop 
jet over desert 


LOS AN G ELES (U P I) - A 
man rode on the top of a jet that 
was flying 300 m.p.h. over the 
Mojave Desert Saturday. 


The Human Fly. who said he 
does not want to be known by 
any other name, was strapped 
onto a commercial jetliner that 
flew between altitudes of 20 
feet and 1,500 feet while crowds 
watched and news cam era 
crews filmed him.

Legal rights 
of patients 
reviewed 


A N A H EIM (U P I) - The 
National League for Nursing 
says patients frequently are un­ 
aware of their legal rights 
while hospitalized and that the 
sick often are misled or left un­ 
informed about their illnesses. 
The 16,000-member organiza­ 
tion cited those conditions and 
others Sunday in adopting a 
strong stand for patients’ rights 
at the group’s 25th anniversary 
convention. 
The League urged members 
“ to assume a greater sense of 
responsibility in informing pa­ 
tients of their rights and in as­ 
suring the protection of those 
rights.” 
“ Respect and concern for 
patients and assurance of com­ 
petent care have not always 
been forthcoming,” the group 
said. “ Futhermore, the infor­ 
mation necessary for patients 
to understand their situation 
and make intelligent decisions 
about their care often has been 
withheld.” 
Among patients’ rights en­ 
dorsed by the League were: 
— Courteous and individual­ 
ized health care that is 
equitable, humane and given 
without discrimination. 
— D isclosure about the 
patient's diagnosis, prognosis 
and treatment — including 
alternatives to care and risks 
involved — in terms they and 
their families can easily under­ 
stand. 
— Participation in all deci­ 
sions concerning their health 
care 
— Inform ation about the 
qualifications, names and titles 
of personnel providing health 
care 
— Privacy during interview, 
examination and treatment.

“ Most of the people think we 
are up to our hips in wealth and 
we definitely are not,” Ham­ 
mond said Sunday during a 
break in a top level conference 
here on Alaskan oil and natural 
gas. The session involving of­ 
ficials from 12 states was called 
by Gov. Dixy Lee Ray. 
“ I ’ve been obligated to veto 
about 10 times the number of 
spending bills vetoed by the 
other governors combined,” 
Hammond said. 


The problem stems from the 
fact that the original $900 
million in lease money Alaska 
received in 19® for petroleum 
fields was used for state 
programs. The funds were a 
massive one-time influx and 
now money is needed to con­ 
tinue spending levels 


H ard cash w ill not be 
available to Alaska until oil 
starts flowing through the 
North Slope pipeline. 
In the meantime, the state is 
collecting pipeline taxes early 
as a method of balancing the 
budget. Companies which pay 
now w ill receive a credit 
against later taxes. 
Hammond said that if pipe­ 
line oil is not moving by July, 
1978, Alaska will have to collect 
about $1 billion in future taxes 
to provide state services. 
Alaska's problems apparent­ 


ly are complicated by a lack of 
urgency on the part of officials 
from other states. 
Several persons who attended 
the closed-door session said 
only officials from Minnesota 
warned of anything like an im­ 
mediate crunch if North Slope 
oil is not available this year. 
The remainder of the states 
represented appeared to have 
enough petroleum lined up to 
last until 1981. 
Hammond said a proposal to 
ship Alaskan oil to Japan until 
facilities are available in this 
country for handling it “ isn’t all 
that outrageous as long as there 
is a tradeoff.” 
One plan would give Japa­ 
nese interests the right to 
purchase Alaskan oil until 
facilities in the lower 48 states 
are ready to handle the 
petroleum. In return, Japan 
would give up rights to Indone­ 
sian crude oil which would be 
used to replace the void created 
by a lack of Alaskan oil coming 
to this country. 
Hammond said the final deci­ 
sion on that question will have 
to come from the President and 
Congress. He said a condition 
imposed by federal legislation 
authorizing the Alaska oil 
pipeline was that the President 
and Congress had to approve 
sales of the oil to foreign in- 
trests.

Hope still remains for lost reporter 


GRAINFIELD, Kan 
(UPI) 
— Terry Reynolds survived 17 
months as a gunner on an Army 
helicopter over Vietnam, but he 
returned to Southeast Asia as a 
reporter for United Press Inter­ 
national. 
Now, he has been missing for 
five years. 
In April of 1972, there were 
reports that Reynolds was cap­ 
tured by three men and 
marched into the Cambodian 
jungle. He has since been listed 
as missing in action. 
R eynolds’ parents have 
joined a group numbering 2.000 
— those waiting to learn the 
status of children captured in 


Southeast Asia. 
Not knowing whether Terry is 
alive or dead has almost worn 
down the hopes of Mr. and Mrs. 
Robert Reynolds. They know 
time is against them. 
“ We feel good about his 
chances of being alive,” Rey­ 
nolds said. “With over 2,000 still 
missing, several could still be 
alive Maybe one of them is 
Terry. 
“As more and more time 
goes by, it lessens the odds he’s 
still alive, but we re not giving 
up hope ” 
Reynolds said it was futile to 
seek information from Cam­ 
bodia’s Communist Khmer 


Rouge regim e because the 
country has animosity toward 
Americans — especially those 
who fought against them. 
The Reynolds were opposed 
to Terry’s return to the battle 
zone because they felt his luck 
wouldn’t hold up. 
When Terry was reported 
missing they began writing 
“just about anybody we could 
think of” and joined the 2,000- 
member National League of 
Families of POWs and MIAs. 
“We’ve written the Presi­ 
dent, congressmen, senators. 
We even wrote Prince Sihanouk 
( t h e e xi l e d C a m b o d i a n 
leader), ” 
Reynolds said. 


“We’ve heard nothing.” 
Reynolds said that although 
most Americans were glad to 
relegate Vietnam to the past 
when the war officially ended in 
1974, many remained con­ 
cerned about the MIAs and 
POWs, and many wrote letters 
of encouragement. 
Reynolds and his wife still 
rely on the State Department, 
which has supplied one bit of in­ 
formation that nurtured their 
hopes Terry is still alive. 
“A State Department intelli­ 
gence report said Terry had 
been sighted in August of 1972. 
They said he was being taken 
from village to village for 


propaganda purposes,” he said. 
“ But even that has been a long 
time. 
“We’re pretty much in the 
dark. I really don’t know how I 
would deal with it if were up to 
me. (The State Department) 
knows more about the situation 


than we do.” 
No one is telling the Reynolds 
what they want to know, but 
they realize everything possible 
has been done. 


“ There really just isn’t 
anything anyone can do.”

ATLANTA (UPI) - Flu ex­ 
perts at the national Center for 
Disease Control predict that 
swine flu — the influenza strain 
that triggered an abortive $135 
million inoculation program 
last winter — can still cause an 
epidemic. 
Despite the few swine flu 
cases reported last winter, Dr. 
Walter Dowdle, a CDC flu 
watcher, said, “There will be 
mor*1 cases of swine influenza 
next winter ... but just how 
many, no one knows. 
“This is the one we have to 
keep an eye on. The question is 
whether it will take the next 
step and cause an epidemic,” 
Dowdle said. 
Swine flu is the strain 
suspected in the 1918 pandemic 
that killed 21 million people. 
The bungled nationwide 1976-’77 
immunization program was 
prompted by the occurrence of 
several swine flu cases at Fort 
Dix. N.J., in February 1976. 
The inoculation program was 
called off last December 
because of a statistical associa­ 
tion between the vaccine and a 
paralyzing disease known as 
Guillain-Barre Syndrome. 
About 88 million leftover 
doses of swine flu vaccine have

been stockpiled around the 
country in the event of an 
epidemic next flu season. 
Dowdle said CDC scientists 
and other flu watchers were 
focusing attention on Australia 
— where the flu season comes 
early — for clues about the type 
of influenza which could crop up 
this winter. 
Flu strains constantly vary 
and medical specialists are un­ 
able to accurately predict 
them, but CDC doctors suspect 
on the basis of current informa­ 
tion that the major culprits 
next season will be viruses 
similiar to A-Victoria and B- 
Hong Kong. 
An estimated 22,000 persons 
died when A-Victoria swept the 
country in 1975-76. 
A new strain, A-Texas, which 
resembles A-Victoria. ap­ 
peared in Texas, Colorado and 
Alaska late in the past flu 
season Dowdle said he did not 
expect A-Texas would become a 
major health problem because 
it has appeared worldwide, un­ 
der a different name, in the last 
18 months.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - A 
mixed reception on Capitol Hill 
awaits President Carter’s 
energy package this week.

Coyotes demon of range, 
according to hunters 
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SIERRA BLANCA. Tex. 
(UPI) — Those who consider 
coyotes cute little furry 
animals had best not cross 
paths with Wells Stephensen 
and “ Hoppy” Turman, two of 
the more accomplished coyote 
killers in the country 
For them, the coyote is a 
demon of the range which costs 
Texas ranchers and farmers 
between $250.000 and $750.000 in 
losses each year. And some­ 
times their eagerness to catch 
the critters costs the two 
hunters sleep as well. 
"It gets to be a mania after a 
while, this chasing coyotes.” 
Stephensen said 
“ Sometimes 
you get an old coyote you’ve 
been hunting for a while and 
can’t catch up with, and you 
dream at night about ways of 
catching him ” 
. The two men are part of a 
L/nall army of predator control 
agents, using $2 million afnual- 
ly frot^ federal, atate, local and 
private funds to wage an all-out 
land and air war against thou­ 
sands of coyotes in Texas 
Every day the men drive 
hundreds of miles in the West 
Texas range area east of El 
Paso, looking for the next vic­ 
tim of their more than 10,000 
coyote traps, laced with lethal 
cyanide powder. 
“ You've got to respect the 
coyotes who manage to elude 
all our efforts to kill them,” 
Stephensen said. “ Some people 
might not realize it, but coyotes 
are far more intelligent than 
household dogs ” 
Despite the efforts of 130 


trappers like Stephensen and 
Turman, who killed more than 
20.000 last year, experts believe 
the coyote population actually 
is growing. 
The M-44 cyanide trap is the 
most effective, accounting for 
6.000 coyote kills in Texas last 
year. Unfortunately, the traps 
also killed 1,000 other animals, 
an agriculture report says, in­ 
cluding 350 foxes. 250 possums, 
200 raccoons and 160 skunks 
Environmentalists prefer the 
cyanide trap to the agony of 
snares, bullets or steel leg 
traps, which still account for 
the largest number of coyote 
kills 
Stephensen and Turman 
agree the best place for them to 
ply their trade is in Texas, 
where coyote killers are ap­ 
preciated 
“ There’s a special feeling 
about coyotes in T exas,'' 
Stephensen said “ You tell peo­ 
ple elsewhere that you re kill­ 
ing coyotes and they're liable to 
beat the hell out of you. 
“ In Texas, they’d just as soon 
see ’em gone.’’

Warning given 
on drinking by 
pre-teen-agers 


NASHVILLE. Tenn (UPI) - 
A pediatrician warned Sunday 
that severe, irreversible brain 
damage can result from even a 
small amount of alcohol con­ 
sumed by pre-teen children. 
Dr. William Altemeier, direc­ 
tor of pediatrics service at 
General Hospital, said alcohol 
is a drug and should be handled 
as a poison around the young. 
“ Alcohol is a special danger 
to children because it tends to 
cause hypoglycemia, which is a 
drop in blood sugar,” Altemeier 
said. “ The brain needs blood 
sugar to function, so if the blood 
sugar drops for long enough, 
brain damage or retardation 
can occur.” 
Dr. John Wilson, assistant 
professior of pediatrics at 
Vanderbilt University, said he 
agreed with Altemeier. 


“ Children under the age of 10 
would be most susceptible to 
this condition,” Wilson said. 
“ Just one can of beer could af­ 
fect the intelligence and motor 
areas of the brain.” 
Many parents and some doc­ 
tors, the two said, fail to 
recognize the danger of alcohol 
with the very young. 


“ Parents may not know how 
dangerous hypoglycemia is,” 
Altemeier said. “ ’Hie child does 
not have to be drunk to have 
this condition. Just one occa­ 
sion of very low blood sugar can 
cause permanent damage un­ 
less the child receives medical 
attention in an hour or two.” 


have jobs, according to pro­ 
gram director Jonathan Katz, 
and are now designing and in­ 
stalling solar hot water and 
swimming pool heating devices 
which he said will be gaining 
popularity in the future. 
A second class of nine, chosen 
from 300 applicants, has 
already started training. Katz 
said the program was designed 
to serve as a model job training 
plan for cities and counties. 
“ We re trying to turn out peo­ 
ple who already have job ex­ 
perience when they go looking 
for employment,” he said in an 
interview.

Katz said the trainees, paid 
$3.42 an hour, begin the five- 
and-one-half-month 
program 
with classroom instruction on 
the basic theories of solar 
energy. Classes then shift to 
mathematics needed to figure 
the proper angles and sizes of 
solar ray collectors. 
Training in skills such as 
welding and carpentry is next 
and the final stage is on-the-job 
experience building and install­ 
ing devices 
“ Were retrofitting two 12- 
unit apartment houses owned 
by the state and some houses,” 
Katz said. “ The only thing 
holding us up is delivery of a 
water storage tank for one of 
the buildings.” 
He said the program is 
financed by $90.000 in federal 
job training money and the 
state put up about $80,000 to pay 
for construction on the office 
buildings. 
The Office of Appropriate 
Technology was created by 
Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr. last 
year to explore alternative 
sources of power. Its director is 
State Architect Sim Van der 
Ryn. an ardent promoter of 
solar energy 
Katz said the solar program 
has enough money to run 
through September at which 
time it will be reviewed He 
said the idea was to set up a 


model for local governments to 
copy and several counties and 
the city of Los Angeles have ex­ 
pressed interest. 
Katz also predicted the use of 
the sun to heat water and even­ 
tually supply electricity for 
homes will grow in the future. 
“ The proposed federal tax 
credits for installation of solar 
energy devices should give a 
great stimulus." Katz said, 
“ and the technology for effi­ 
cient hot water heating systems 
is already here. 
“ This is going to mean that 
more trades people will be 
needed who have mastered 
heating and air conditioning us­ 
ing solar power ”

Dear Polly — 1 spilled some clear epoxy glue on my 
non-stainless wood table so please tell me how to 
remove it without damaging the table 
Also, did you know that bath soap will last longer if 
you unwrap the bar and let it set for a few weeks before 
using it? - JUDY W. 
DEAR JUDY — Some problems have no satisfactory 
answers and I am afraid yours is one of them as far as I 
can learn. Epoxy giue is made to stick and it really does. 
My oaly suggestion would he to rub the glue with fine, 
fine steel wool that has been dipped in liquid wax and 
perhaps you could remove the dab of glue so it is at least 
the same level as the rest of the table top. This would 
have to be done very carefully so as not to mar the sur­ 
face around the spot. It will leave it with a mark but 
perhaps being even with the table top will make it less 
conspicuous. If some reader has had a similar mishap 
and found a solution do let us know. — POLLY. 


DEAR POLLY — Mrs J. C. wrote asking how she could 
whiten a white nylon baby dress that is embroidered with real 
silk. Anyone fortunate enough to own a deep freeze can white 
nylons First wash and rinse and, after the water has been 
pressed out with the hands, place loosely in a plastic bag and 
freeze Leave in the freezer several days — MRS.

DEAR POLLY — I have a very frustrating problem We 
recently moved Into ar. old house with an old-fashioned 
bathtub and sink that have been so badly neglected that the 
shiny protective coating is worn off I have tried everything I 
know to make them clean and shiny looking but they stay dull 
and dingy looking. I have always prided myself on a clean 
shiny bathroom and am determined to keep this one that way. 
I do hope someone has a suggestion for me. 
I do so enjoy the Pointers and find a use for one of them 
every day - THERESA. 
DEAR THERESA - If this is a surface dingieess you might 
try sprinkling baking soda on n moist sponge, scrub, rinse and 
dry. 
There Is a white epoxy paint that 1 have known some people 
to use to restore the white shininess to bathroom fixtures but 
have heard more criticism than praise for it. Should you 
decide to try it. the directions mast be followed explicitly and 
it will put the bathroom out of use for several days. A plum­ 
bing fixture dealer I spoke with was not at all enthusiastic 
about this product but I did see a kitchen counter where it had 
worked well. Discuss the matter with your paint denier before 
going ahead. I was told that fixtures such as yours can be 
removed to be reglazed and refinished. — POLLY.

Some consequences 


In an effort at reducing the 
am ounts of gasoline this 
country will use in the coming 
decade, and thus the amounts 
of oil we will import, Presi­ 
dent Carter has suggested a 
gasoline tax which would boost 
the price of gas by some 57 
cents per gallon by 1988. 
The reasoning behind the 
President’s suggestion is ob­ 
vious. The more it costs, the 
less gas will be used. And that 
argum ent is o retty m uch 
irrefutable as far as we can 
see. What may not have been 
considered is the impact the 
use of less gas will have on the 
social fabric of the country. 
We’ve heard, just as you 
have, all the arguments about 
American’s having to cut back 
on their extravagance ... that 
we can no longer afford some 
of the outrageous expenditures 
we are now relative to our 
traveling and gasoline usage. 
To do that, prices seem the 
only answer anyone really 
wants to consider. Rationing 
has been widely criticized to 
the point of virtual extinction, 
and Detroit has apparently not 
been too harried about in­ 
creasing the mileage of their 
automobiles. Indeed, cars are 
becoming larger again and the 
full-sized cars are the hottest 
selling items any dealer has on 
his lot today. Coincidentally 
they also use the most gasoline 
per mile traveled. 
What we feel will utilmately 
yield the greatest numbers of 
gallons saved will be the cur­ 
tailment of recreational miles 
driven, and we feel the poten­ 
tial problems there are pos­ 
sibly even more far-reaching 
than trade deficits, imbalance 
of payments and constantly in­ 
creasing gasoline prices. 
Certainly recreational areas 
and 
s t a t e s will s u f f e r 
dramatically. But what may 
suffer even more is the 
American family. 


With the increased numbers 
of persons working the four- 
day work week in this country 
has come an increased in­ 
cidence of family problems 
and resultant divorce. In fact, 
leisure time forces husband 
and wife into more close con­ 
tact than otherwise might be 
the case and conflicts arise 
which w eren’t part of the 
relationship before. Men find 
them selves bored with too 
much time on their hands and 
th eir wives find them a 
nuisance to deal with in a 
house previously their sole do­ 
main five days of the week, 
eight or nine hours of the day. 
So with recreation driving 
curtailed, the same situation 
would arise, except that in­ 
stead of the husband and wife 
finding them selves thrown 
together three days of the 
w e e k , t h e y would find 
themselves together for two or 
three weeks at a time when 
the worker is supposed to be 
getting rest and relaxation 
away from the travails of his 
job. No way would that be the 
case. 
Vacations are a requirement 
of both the government and 
employers all across the U.S. 
Psychologists long ago con­ 
vinced business of the value of 
vacation time to the worker 
and to production. And if vaca­ 
tions became totally outside 
the realm of the average 
worker’s ability to pay, then 
what? Then the work place 
suffers right along with the 
family. 
Clearly, the ramifications of 
a 57 cent increase in the price 
of gasoline over ten years will 
have a significant effect on the 
standard of life in this country. 
We hope the Administration 
has given some thought to 
what 
those ramifications 
might be outside the short 
term goal of conserving gas­ 
oline.

By solemn count 132 erstwhile Nixon 
aides have formed a club, which they 
call the “February Group.’’ They took 
the name from the 
month in 1975 when the 
founders — Nixon 
loyalists who had es­ 
caped the slammer or 
were out on bail — es­ 
tablished a loose as­ 
sociation.

membership indicated 
that 72 were interested 
in chartering a plane 
for a pilgrimage to 
visit the Recluse of 
San C lem en te. It 
almost became a patriotic pilgrimage 
next Fourth of July, except that too 
many of them had already scheduled 
family vacations that week. 
Instead, they decided to select a con­ 
venient week after Labor Day. Then they 
will fly to San Clemente for a few days of 
reminiscing with Richard Nixon about 
the good old days. 
The idea for the reunion with Nixon 
grew out of a conversation between ex- 
White House aide W. Dewey Glower and 
the former president himself. Nixon was 
so pleased to learn about the February 
Group that he invited them to San 
Clemente. 
But he cautioned soliticiously: “I hope 
you won’t tie the group too closely to me. 
I wouldn't want it to hurt you.” 


In a dispatch to his former Nixon 
team m ates, Glower wrote in the 
familiar, old style: “With a Democratic 
adm inistration and a Dem ocratic 
Congress here, my son suggested that 
signs be placed at all entrances into 
Washington, D C., stating: 


“WARNING, the thinking people of the 
United States have determined that the 
actions of a Democratic Congress with 
the Rubber Stamp of a Democratic Ad­ 
ministration may be hazardous to your 
health.’” 


The February Group, which meets 
quarterly, has several minor Watergate 
figures on its rolls. But the only major 
Watergate personality, who has ap­ 
peared at the meetings, is hatchetman-

Colson John Dean, who blew the whistle 
on Watergate, has not asked to join. 


mail from the offended hams. Tliey 
pointed out that hams relay vital health 
and medical information during natural 
d is a s te rs , th a t ham s a re m ore 
scrupulous about policing themselves 
than are CB operators, that hams have 
helped bring about scientific advances in 
radio communication and that the as­ 
signment of radio frequencies is heavily 
influenced by international agreements. 
Not the least indignant of the ham 
operators was Sen. Barry Goldwater, R- 
Ariz. We’ll let h.rn speak for his fellow 
amateur radiomen. He complained that 
the CB enthusiasts often operate without 
a license and amplify their transmitters 
beyond the five-watt limit. 
They have also “abused the system,” 
he charged, “ in complete objection to all 
concepts of decency and gentelmanliness 
on the air. While this doesn’t apply 
across the board, there are enough of­ 
fenders that I don’t care how many 
frequencies they have, they are slowly 


going to destroy their own function ... 
“Many of these CBers,” continued 
Goldwater, “never use their call signs or 
their names. There are many who use 
profanity and what they discuss should 
never be carried on any airwaves. In 
many cities, prostitutes use these 
frequencies to solicit business, and I 
could go on and on.” 
Concluded the Senator: “ I think I can 
safely say, Jack, that the amateurs 
through the years have contributed more 
to the art of communications than all of 
the so-called experts in the field. Our 
frequencies have been diminishing, not 
increasing ... We have great pride in our 
craft.” 
We didn’t intend our story to be in­ 
terpreted as an attack on the hams. We 
merely pointed out that the airwaves 
belong to the public, that there are far 
more citizens using CBs than ham equip­ 
ment and that some of the federal 
regulators themselves were hams.

The Washington Merry-Go-Round 
(WMGR) column in the Monday, April 4 
edition, criticizing the Federal Com­ 
munications Commission (FCC) was 
biased and clearly uninformed. TTie 
Record readers are entitled to the facts, 
that prompted the FCC to allocate the 
Amateur Service (Hams) more frequen­ 
cies than they allowed the Citizens Radio 
Service (CBers). 
The CB service was created about 25 
years ago to fill the need of private in­ 
dividuals and businesses for wireless 
communication primarily between the 
individuals’ units Due to the unfortunate 
selection of frequencies, CBers were 
sometimes able to talk to stations many 
miles away. This skip phenomenon 
tempted CB licensees to become in­ 
volved in a hobby, party-line, or amuse­ 
ment type of operation, in violation of 
their license. This type of violation 
became prevalent and almost impossible 
to police and like Prohibition, the 
restriction to intra-station communica­ 
tion was removed. With inter-station 
communication permitted, CBers began 
violating the restriction on power (5 
watts max.) creating interference with 
other CBers, and even to tv broadcast 
radios, hi-fidelity systems and organs. 
The Amateur Radio service was created 
about 1912, or almost 50 years before CB, 
to fill the purpose of the principals: 
1. Recognition of the value Hams as a 
voluntary, non-commercial service par­ 
ticularly in emergency communications. 
2. Continue and extend Hams proven 
ability to advance the radio Art. 
3. To encourage and improve com­ 
munication and technical phases of the 
art, by rules providing for advancement 
4. To expand the existing reservoir of 
Hams as trained operators, technicians 
and electronic experts. 
5. To continue and expand the Hams' 


proven ability to enhance international 
good will. These principles promoted the 
FCC to provide the minority (Hams) 
with more frequencies than the Majority 
(CB). Anyone may avail themselves of 
WMGRs “ 100 times more airspace,” 
even CBers, by acquiring the knowledge 
and skills to pass the tests required of all 
Hams. Majority (CBers) should stand 
aside for the minority (Hamsi that con­ 
tribute more to the whole. 
Contrary to the allegations, the 
American Radio Relay League has no 
paid lobbyist in DC. to combat the 
powerful CBers quoted, such as 
Legislator, Rep. E. Levitas, D.-Ga., or 
Executive branch “First Mama.” The 
influence of Hams in the FCC further 
balanced by the fact many Hams in­ 
cluding those at the FCC, also have CB 
licenses, as myself.

On the Right by 
William F. Buckley Jr. 
New York 
survival 


There is a lot of grateful talk about the 
“survivval” of New York City, and of 
course it has survived, though as much 
can be said about Hiroshima. The stirr­ 
ings in the race for mayor of New York 
tell more about what has actually hap­ 
pened in the past four years. It comes 
down to the satellization of New York 
City — to Albany first 
and, beyond, to the 
federal government. 
The external signs 
are the intervention by 
a Democratic gover­ 
nor from Brooklyn 
calculated to replace 
an 
i n c u m b e n t 
D em ocratic mayor 
from Brooklyn. There 
is more than merely a 
breach of political 
etiquette. It is point- 
blank fratricide. In 
other days, it would almost predictably 
have ended the career not of Abe Beame, 
but of Hugh Carey. 
It is too early to say conclusively that 
it will be the other way around. But 
already one can deduce that the measure 
signifies an altered relationship between 
the city and the capital. Not only does 
the mayor need to be a member of the 
same political party as the governor, he 
needs to be, in effect, a member of the 
governor’s staff. Lieutenant-Governor 
for New York City, so to speak. As in 
Venezuela, where the president routinely 
appoints the “governor” (as they call it) 
of Ca racas 
The prostration of New York in 1975 
did to the city what some brave souls in 
and out of the Senate predicted. It took 
from New York the autonomy that, over 
many generations, had made the 
mayoralty an intrinisically important 
political position — as they used to put it, 
the third highest executive position in 
the land, after the president and the 
governor of New York State. 
But the excesses of New York, leading 
to its impoverishment, the exodus of 
business and of professionals, the 
repudiation of its bonds, forged shackles 
on the mayor. Congress is disposed to 
help New York, but not to chuckle along 
as it continues to live the life of Riley. 
Accordingly, the logical bargaining unit 
steps forward. And he is the governor of 
the whole state, rather than the mayor of 
the city. 
Hugh Carey is disposed to be fatalistic 
about this and about other circum­ 
stances that have removed even his own 
capacity to write policy. In recent 
weeks, Hugh Carey, object of liberal 
enthusiasm in the most liberal state in 
the Union, has for all the world sounded 
like J. Bracken Lee. 
He launched his austerity budget by 
saying something so straightforward it 
might have come from the mouth of 
Ronald Reagan. What he said to the 
welfare class in New York State was 
this: You get paid out of surplus ac­ 
cumulated by economic activity in the 
state. If no surplus is generated, how will 
it be possible to pay you anything? 
It was then that he proposed such un­ 
heard of reforms as relief for overtaxed 
business, to attempt to stop the lesion of 
capital into Connecticut and New Jersey. 
When, the other day, he granted state 
workers a raise of 14 per cent over the 
next two years, which is probably less 
than the workers will suffer from infla­ 
tion. he cited his ability to do so as aris­ 
ing from one simple factor: a reduced in­ 
terest rate in state obligations. The day 
seems historically remote when the 
budget of 
the state of New York 
crystallized in the philanthropic mind of 
Nelson Rockefeller, who merely signed 
the chit and sent it along to the New 
York taxpayer. 
The mayor of New York nevertheless 
will continue to occupy a conspicuous 
position as something of a teacher. He 
will go on addressing all the municipal 
gatherings, the conventions that come to 
town, the kings and queens, the zoo- 
keepers. It is a nice opening for someone 
who has something to say that restores 
the hope of New Yorkers one day to 
recapture control of their own city.
